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STORY OF A PASS. 


How It Proved the Undoing of 
a Thrifty Kansan. 


LURED 
INTO 
POLITICS. 


Ca r Fa re, Ho tel Bills, Ca mpa ig rn Ex ­ 
penses a ndNeg rlected Business 
F ina lly La nded Him. 


Some ten or twelve years ago m 
a small town in Central Kansas 
there could be seen on several bus­ 
iness houses the name of a substan­ 
tial citizen of that community, says 
a T op eka dispatch to the Kansas 
C it y Journal. 
T his man had come 
there in early days with no means 
except a stout heart, a good char­ 
acter and a pair of strong hands. 
H e had a homestead adjoining the 
tow n , which 
eventually 
became 
the county seat, and as the years 
w en t 
by 
he 
accumulated 
more 
property than he needed 
in 
his 
agricultural pursuits, 
so 
he 
en 
gaged in several small ventures in 
tow n. 
He was looked upon as 
thrifty citizen and the world went 
w ell with him. 
His accumulations 
increased from year to year, and it 
was said of him by his neighbors 
that if he should fail into the river 
he would come out with his pock­ 
ets full of fish. 
He rejoiced in a 
lovely 
home, a lovely w ife 
and 
some promising children. 
A certain politician used to visit 
this town occasionally, 
both 
to 
learn and disseminate the political 
gossip of the day. 
He wore a big 
diamond stud and flashed a pocket- 
book 
well 
filled 
with 
railroad 
passes. 
N o w if there is anything 
that reaches the heart of a common 
citizen it is an annual railroad pass. 
T h e sight of that politician’s stock 
o f 
passes 
proved 
the 
turning 
point in the life of this business 
man. 
H e reasoned with himself : 
*‘W h y should I not have an a*.:nual 
railroad pass? 
I have to go to the 
markets and to the wholesaia cen­ 
ters occasionally, and a pas* would 
save me lots of m oney.” 
H e realized that the only w ay to 
attain this consummation devoutly 
to be 
wished 
was 
through 
the 
mazes and wiles of politics. 
It" is 
not 
recorded 
whether 
he, 
like 
Caesar, hesitated before he passed 
this Rubicon, but, at all events, 
he 
crossed. 
He 
announced 
his 
candidacy for the legislature, was 
elected, and, 
a few days 
there­ 
after, joy upon joys, he received 
brief letters from the political man­ 
agers of the railroads and several 
annual passes. 
During the cam­ 
paign he had, of course, alienated 
m any long-standing friendships, as 
a man must who enters politics, 


blossomed out into a real live can­ 
didate. 
It may be noted that his 
greatest 
support came 
from the 
outlying counties, where the ex­ 
penses 
of 
delegations 
were 
the 
greatest and their number of votes 
the least. 
He 
was 
defeated 
at 
the convention by 
a 
nose. 
His 
campaign 
had 
practically 
ex­ 
hausted 
his 
surplus 
cash. 
But 
he could not afford to lose those 
passes, so he went home and stood 
for re electien to the legislature. 
The campaign was a very bitter 
one. 
His opponent was wealthy 
and spent his money freely. 
This 
forced him to do the same. 
He 
mortgaged his property for cam­ 
paign expenses. 
He was defeated 
at the election. 
A n d , worst of all, 
his passes were not renewed. 
His 
once prosperous businens had gone 
to rack. 
He struggled manfully 
with his creditors, but, piece by 
piece, his property passed out of 
his hands. 
He had lost his hold in 
that community in a business way. 
During the brief period of his 
political success, the restless desire 
to travel had 
been permitted to 
grow upon him until it became a 
ruling passion, which did not cease 
when his passes expired. 
He be­ 
gan to pay car fare and oftentimes 
borrowed money for that purpose. 
Hotel bills at the capital accumu­ 
lated with wonderful rapidity. 
A t 
several times in his career his wife 
admonished him to give up politics 
but to no avail. 
Finally 
the 
crash came. 
The 
sheriff sold his home to one of his 
former business competitors under 
a mortgage, attachments were run 
on what was left of his various 
business 
venture*, 
his 
children 
were scattered before they were 
grown and educated, his wife was 
compelled to take a place in the 
kitchen of one of his former rivals, 
while he became a canvasser for 
an illustrated biography of Kansas 
politicians. 
This is a true stor; and draws 
its own moral. 
It tells what a 
railroad pass did for one man— and 
what it has done for hundreds of 
others in Kansas.

The two Sedalia reporters who 
a couple of years ago had their 
handkerchiefs blessed by Schlat­ 
ter, the alleged divine healer, will 
read with 
interest the following 
dispatch from Kokomo, Ind. : 
Francis Schlatter, the “ Divine 
Healer,” 
occupies a cell in the 
county jail here. 
He is charged 
with disorderly conduct. 
His wife 
caused his arrest. 
Schlatter has 
been doing a large business here 
for four months and Mrs. Schlatter 
says he was broken down from 
overwork and took brandy 
and 
•/ 
opium as a stimulant. 
This is believed to be the begin­ 
ning of the end of Schlatter, whose 
remarkable career in the west will 
some day be read in newspaper 
history as largely a work of fic­ 
tion. 
A s a “ divine healer” he has for 
several years attracted to him thou­ 
sands of people who imagined he 
could, or did, heal them by the 
laying on of hands. 
His first con­ 
spicuous successes were in Kansas, 
where many ventures of that char­ 
acter originate, and for a year or 
two his “ healings” were the w on­ 
der of this country. 
W hether he ever did really heal 
anybody is a question, but it is cer­ 
tain he possessed 
the 
power of 
making people believe they were 
healed. 
But in the course of time 
he became the source of great ad­ 
miration to many women, and pres­ 
ently there were many jealousies 
and 
heartburnings, 
followed 
uprisings on the part of men. 
By 
the force of public opinion Schlat­ 
ter was compelled to move on. He 
came into Missouri, cutting a wide 
swath at Kansas City. 
Then he 
dropped down into the Southwest, 
encountering all sorts of opposi­ 
tion, but not a whit abating his 
popularity among a certain class 
who believed he could heal their in­ 
firmities. 
In St. Louis he made 
small headway, and left there sud­ 
denly, without attracting quite as 
much approval as he had met with 
elsewhere. 
But all along his course through 
the west his tours were character­ 
ized 
by 
difficulties which some­ 
times rose tu the dignity of mob 
violence. 
He wore his hair long and trim­ 
med his beard to resemble as much 
as possible the traditional pictures 
of 
Christ. 
He 
came 
into 
this 
state from St. Louis two years ago, 
and by adhering 
to the smaller 
towns and cities managed to escape 
the criticism of tlie large newspa­ 
pers and his following had grown 
proportionately large. 
His resort to brandy and opium 
as stimulants for overwork had re­ 
sulted in a complete collapse, and 
it is probable he will never agai* 
retrieve his lost ground 
vine healer.”

I am satis­ 
fied none of them care a bit about 
Fitzsimmons’ game. 
They don’ t 
think they can beat him and have 
a fear that he may wind them up 
in a hurry, as he can do. 
“ Fitzsimmons 
is 
one of 
the 
greatest judges of distance I ever 
heard of. 
He can go away from a 
punch by the narrowest margin, 
always keep 
himself 
in

range and, best of all, can hit from 
almost any position. 
I must take 
off my hat to him.

away the best man I ever fought.
